sure to the disease in 1939.” 
Docters are periodically 
sent “reminders” by the 
health department, and ask- 
ed to list all néw ‘cases of 
cominuhicable diseases. 

Sometimes, said Dr. 
the physicians lump one or two 
months diseases together in 
making up their lists. 

Many of the cases may have 
been discovered as the result 
of pre-marital physical check- 
ups which are required by law, 
she added. There are more 
cases of syphilis discovered 


| during periods when there are 


many weddings than at other 
times. 

Besides the eight cases list- 
ed from Menlo Park, the health 
department listed two newly- 
discovered cases of syphilis 
from unincorporated areas 
near Menlo Park and a single 
case discovered in Woodside. 

All cases of infectious dis- 
eases are recorded by an in- 
dexing system which makes 
duplication virtually impossi- 
ble, but at the same time pro- 
tects the anonymity of the dis- 
ease victim. 

Other diseases discovered 
duting the month in the area, 
the health department’s bulle- 
tin said, include a single case 
of poliomyelitis found in Ath- 
etron and scatered cases of 
measles and mumps. 

A single case of tuberculosis 
was discovered in Menlo Park

Means New Traffic Needs 


Stanford Research Institute’s announcement of a week 
ago that it plans to put up a new second unit, replacing 
some more tired old “temporary” buildings in Stanford 
Village, should be a cause for an exchange of congratu- 
latory statements all around. 

"The city’s leaders and planners can do no less than 
think highly of a firm which has grown from nothing 13 
years ago to the world-famous research facility which it 
now is. The $2,700,000 which SRI says its new building 
will cost represents in a pretty tangible way the extent of 
the faith which the research institute has in Menlo Park; 
the confidence it has in property values here and the beliet 
that tax-supported agencies are not going to look upon the 
new, high-value installation as a source of tax money which

allow. 
There are only a few flies in the oinment, and 


someone should start looking to them: 

The railroad grade crossings connecting east and 
“west Menlo Park are woefully inadequate to carry the 
traffic which now uses them; they'll become more so 
as the research institute grows and generates more 
traffic on Ravenswood avenue, Oak Grove avenue, 
and adjacent streets. Middlefield road, too, is inade- 
quate to meet “rush hour” traffic needs. 

It would be short-sighted and stupid to suggest that 

some limit be placed on the potential growth of businesses 
in the Stanford Village and Linfield Oaks area, just be- 
icause the roads which serve it are not up to par. 
As we see it, the potential growth of the research 
institute is limited only by the imagination of its’ staff 
members; it would be tragic if this future growth were to 
ie choked off by aon traffic connections. 


We Must Be Fair Before 
We Criticize Building Costs 


,. When bids for the Menlo Park Elementary School 
District's new. central administrative unit were presented 
Jast week, it was found that the lowest of them was high 
‘enough so that all of the 10 per cent “contingency fund” 
allowed for the $110,000 project would be gobbled up. 
' This should surprise nobody. Scarcely a wage-earner 
gnithis area has gone the past two years without a pay 
aise of some sort; these are reflected in higher costs. In 
ronstruction of buildings, payroll is the big item. 

The budget for construction of the new headquarters 
‘was worked out about two years ago and in the meantime, 
inflation has crept ahead. 

It does no good to point to one group ol tradesmen or 
craftsmen and say that it alone was responsible for the 
boost. One year one set of workers gets a raise, the next 
year another; the price of steel goes up periodically. 

But so, of course, do the wages of other taxpayers. 

Since we're all participants in the inflationary cycle, 
we shouldn't expect the builders hired by the school dis- 
trict to “hold the line” and make bids on the basis of two- 
year-old estimates. 

We do not see where any taxpayer who works in an 
air-conditioned office time-and-motion 
expert, who has taken his raises as they've come and who 
does his

Krom the California Cattle- 
man’s Association: 

“San Mateo County has a 
beef cattle population of 3600 
head, according to an estimate 
by the Catifornia Cattlemen's 
Association today. 

“This estimated population 
ranks the county 55th among 
all counties of California which 
has an estimated beef cattle 
population of 2,445,200 head, 
the ninth largest beef cattle 
state in the nation. 

“San Mateo County’s total is 
exceeded by both its neighbor- 
ing counties, Santa Clara, 32,- 
300, and Santa Cruz, 10,600 
head. 

“At a conservative estimate 
of $200 per head, the total val- 
ue of San Mateo County’s beef 
cattle is $720,000. With one 
and a half times this amount 
invested in land, buildings, 
equipment and feed, the coun- 
ty’s beef cattle industry repre- 
sents an investment of almost 
$2,000,000, making it an im- 
portant element in the coun- 
ty’s economy. 

“Burnel Christensen, associ 
ation president, said the esti- 
mate is the first attempt to 
break down California’s beef 
cattle population on a county 
by county basis. He emphasiz- 
ed the figures are only esti- 
mates but they are based on 
the best available sources, both 
private and governmental.” 


Municipal Report: 


Industrial Development Seems 
Likely for City’s Flood Plain 


When the economics of the 
thing dictate it, the newly-an- 
nexed “flood plain” areas re- 
cently annexed to the city 
along the shores of San Fran- 
cisco Bay will probably be de- 
veloped as industrial land. 

This seems to be the sense 
of present speculation by mem- 
bers of the city staff; in fact, 
there’s even a very tentative, 
sketchy drawing going around 
which shows where Willow 
read, as enlarged by the state 
division of highways, will in- 
tersect an “industrial road” 
which is supposed to run 
north and south, east of Belle 
Haven. 

The growth, of course, 
won't be rapid,. The land is 
all in private ownership at 
the present time and the 
owners, principally Leslie 
Salt and the Ideal Cement 
Co., seem to be making mon- 
ey with things as they are. 

The Pacific Gas and Electric 
Co. recently purchased 40 
acres on Ravenswood point, 
just north of the Dumbarton 
bridge, which they say they’re 
going to use for construction 
of a sub-station. There’s been 
plenty of speculation that 
something more extensive is 
planned but the utility com- 
pany has consistently denied 
it. 

The contemplated develop- 
ment of bayside lands for in- 
dustrial use has many advan- 
teges. 

Not the least of them is that 
it keeps the land from being 
developed in residential lots. 

In recent years, as land 
values have soared and ev- 
ery available parcel has 

been subdivided and devel- 
oped, many communities 
have found themselves an- 
nexing properties which are 
so close to bay level drain- 
age is difficult. In the rare

met storm water running off 
the land, floods have devel- 
oped. 

Residents in bayside housing 
tracts have more reason than 
most to favor any one of the 
several schemes for turning 
San Francisco Bay into a lake, 
the level of which would either 
remain constant or be subject 
to man’s regulation. 

Industrial development of 
the bayside lands, on the other 
hand, might benefit from main- 
{taining the present natural 
system. Certainly, the Leslie 
Salt Co.’s solar evaporation 
method of getting salt from 
sea water would become use- 
less if the bay’s waters weren’t 
exchanged with those of the 
ccean, and the City of San Jose 
has plans for a deep-water har- 
bor some day. 

Thus far, the city’s atti- 
tude toward the owners of 
the newly-annexed areas has 
been one of cordiality. And 
city councilmen and_ staff 
members have refrained, 
with marked good taste, 
from making speculative re- 
marks ahout how they think 
the land ought to be devel- 
oped or how they think part 
of its assets can be diverted 
into the city’s coffers. 


At present, the most meddle- 
some thing they have in mind 
is the classification of the new- 
ly-annexed lands so that it can 
be included in the city’s zon- 
ing ordinance. 

City Planner Richard Gam- 
hle is presently looking over 
ordinances which have been 
devised by other cities in or- 
der to define a “flood plain,” 
which is what the city consid- 
ers the solar evaporation ba- 
sins and marshlands now in 
the city. 

As, if and when the time 
comes that the owners want 
something else, they’ll have to 
come in with the appropriate 
plans. 

Development of a “flood 
plain” zoning classification, in- 
cidentally, is fairly complicat- 
ed. Gamble and City Attorney 
James T. O’Keefe have been 
looking over several ordinan- 
ces, and trying to decide how 
the Menlo Park “flood plain’ 
differs from those of other ci- 
ties. 

There's also the somewhat 
complicated and slightly 
humorous side: Definition of 
“flood plain” ought, says 
Gamble, to include some 
word on “functions which le- 
gitimately may he carried 
out” there. 

At present, the major uses 
to which the flood plain is put 
include evaporating water, 
feeding and breeding water- 
fowl, and providing a home 
for fish. 

These seem like legitimate 
uses for such a place and the 
legal wizards are cotigating on 
whether or not these natural 
functions are worth mention- 
ing ina ea boas document.

Not all the complexities are 
financial, although that’s one 
of them. 

And not all of them are de- 
pendent on considerations of 
placement, although these play 
a part. 

There are even a few psycho- 
logical problems involved. 

So indicated City Manager 
John Johnson this week, in re-

Man Nabbed 
In Stabbing 


Bertrand R. Vielle, 30-year- 
old swimming pool builder ar- 
rested here last Thursday on 
charges of assault with a dead- 
ly weapon, is to enter a plea 
in San Mateo county munici- 
pal court tomorrow. 

Vielle is charged with 
wounding Richard Canida, 30, 
of 1020 Hermosa way, with a 
kitchen knife.

Canida, at 3 a.m. came to the 
Menlo Park police station, and 
reported he had been stabbed 
by a man he had met earlier 
at a Redwood City tavern and 
whom he had brought home 
with him. 

Vielle, apprehended a few 
minutes later as he attempted 
to hitch-hike out of town, was 
later identified by Canida as 
the assailant. 


According to police, Canida 
had left the Redwood City spa 
with Vielle, in order to help 
the latter man start his car. 
After using his own vehicle 
to push Vielle’s, he decided to 
give up on the project and in- 
vited Vielle home with him. 

He was preparing some food, 
he later told police, when Vi- 
elle picked up a kitchen knife 
and rushed at him, stabbing 
him in the right arm. 

Canida ran out of the house 
and drove to the police station. 

Vielle apparently left, too, 
and was found on El Camino 
Real a little while later.

porting on progress in getting 
more parking spaces for the 
traditional vehicle of Menlo 
Park’s boys and girls. 

“JY have no quarrel with 
the need for more bicycle 
racks,” the city manager 
said, “but we’ve got to de- 
cide if we’re willing to give 
up an auto parking space 
which costs $1500-plus when- 
ever we put one in.” 

The diversion of space from 
parking for adults’ vehicles 
might not pay off, the city 
manager suggested, if the 
racks are so placed that the 
youngsters don’t use them. 

Theres’ the matter of get- 
ting youngsters into the habit 
of using the racks. That’s the 
psychological problem. 

The city’s police have for 
many years been discouraging 
youngsters from parking their 
bikes on the sidewalks, be- 
cause of the danger that pedes- 
trians might fall over them. Or 
that bikes might fall over onto 
pedestrians. 

HABITS 

In some cases, youngsters 
have gotten into the habit of 
partially blocking entrances of 
stores with their foot-powered 
machines. 

“The matter is being given 
thought,” Johnson continued. 

“But you can’t just put up 
a bike rack and let things go at 
that. 

“If improperly placed it can 
result in the blocking of some 
sidewalks and another thing 
that has to be watched out for 
is the possibility that a motor- 
ist could hit the properly park- 
ed bicycles when backing out 
of a legal parking space.” 

Compared to the problems 
outlined above, actual con- 
struction of bike racks is a rel- 
atively minor problem. The ci- 
ty’s street and parks depart- 
ment staffs have several good 
welders in their ranks, who 
can be put to’ work on such 
jobs whenever there’s a lag in 
the regular cycle of activities, 

According . to a -several- 
months-old summary of the 
problem, made by Police 

Chief George Potter, the sit- 
uation caused by bicycles be- 
ing parked indiscriminately 
around the business district 
gets to its worst in the few 
weeks prior to- Christmas. 

Youngsters ride to town and 
park their bikes while “window 
shopping” for toys they think 
they’d like to have and since 
the days are short during De- 
cember, the bikes are often rel- 
atively difficult for pedestri- 
ans to see.
